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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U S C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 


A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 


2. Claims 1 & 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Smisek. 

Note the elongated body having a top plate 22, a bottom plate 34, a central longitudinal rib, 
and longitudinal ribs along each side portion formed by aluminium members 3 la & 3 lb which are 
integral with the top and bottom plates when joined together. 


3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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4. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Smisek in view 
of document U. 

Smisek discloses top and bottom plates which are made of plastic, but teaches the use of 
longitudinally extending aluminium ribs. 

Document U discloses on page 48 that skateboards bodies have been made of aluminum and 
surfboard foam. 

It would have been obvious to modify the skateboard of Smisek by making the body entirely of 
aluminium and filling the interior with foam as taught by document U in order to make the body 
stronger and more rigid while maintaining a lightweight body. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Smisek in view of 
Stevenson '520. 

Stevenson '520 teaches the use of a flexible protective pad 1 1 which covers the side and end 
portions of a skateboard deck. 

It would have been obvious to provide the skateboard body of Smisek with a protective pad 
which covers the end portions as taught by Stevenson '520 in order to protect the end portions 
from damage when engaging obstacles. 
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6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. 

Stevenson '963 discloses that skateboards having molded exterior bodies and solid foam cores 
are available (col. 1, lines 17-19). Stevenson '963 further teaches making skateboards bodies of 
aluminium (col. 1, line 40) with a core of a different material. 

Brooks shows a skateboard having a deck made of aluminium (col. 4, lines 24-28). 

Saucier shows a body with integral longitudinal ribs and a foam core. 

Gauer shows a body with integrally formed longitudinal ribs.
